Agreeably to notice, tbe Cumberland 
County A. S. Convention met at Windham, 
dth and 5th July. The meeting was organ¬ 
ized with Gen. Samuel Fessenden, Presi¬ 
dent,'Daniel Hall and Dr. Nathaniel Pease, 
Vice Presidents C. S. Parsons and C. O. 
Libby, Secretaries. Opened by prayer— 
after which the meeting was forcibly address¬ 
ed by Gen. Fessenden on the evils of slavery 
—its violations of the laws of God, in claim¬ 
ing the souls and bodies of beings which 
God calls his own—and its hostility to the 
genius of our insiituiions. 

Committee of arrangements, by the chair¬ 
man, Mr. Willey, reported the following res¬ 
olutions, which were ably discussed and 
warmly adopted. 

1. Reseived, That the 4ib of July belongs 
to Liberty, and should be observed in ex¬ 
plaining its true principles and impressing 
them indellibly on tbe hearts of the peo¬ 
ple. 

2. Resolved, That, while on this day we 
rejoice that the declaration of Independence 
has been given to the world, we have it to 
record, on this its 67 anniversary, that the 
revolutionary war is not yet ended and never 
will, till the ‘people’ of the U. S. are secured 
in the enjoyment of their ‘inalienable rights.’

4. Resolved That Slavery, as it exists in

The political influence of Ox¬ 
ford has been employed in decking the tri¬ 
umphs of a most jealous, crafty, cruel de¬ 
spotic power over tbe Conslituiioual freedom 
of speech and right of pelition. The free 
spirit of the hills and ponds of Oxford is 
no'v in a condition to throw off its shackles 
and give its influence an opposite direction. 
There are three reasons for believing that 
Mr. Cone will be elected by the people;— 
first, in regard to the great controversy of 
slavery and freedom he is in the right; sec¬ 
ond, if democracy means universal equality 
and benevolence, arid no compromise of jus¬ 
tice, the democracy of the district will vote 
for him ; and third, in virtue of the solemn 
oath of their fathers to maintain the declara¬ 
tion of independence, the whigs are under 
a hereditary obligation to vole for him, or 
another candidate of similar principles, and 
more favored pretensions to success. 

It would be an indelible shame for the 
people of ihe district to surrender it to be 
seized upon as a pair of saddlebags for sel¬ 
fish politicians on each side to ride and lie 
into Congress for tbe next ten years. It 
strikes me that the bridge which connects 
the two portions of the district with a suit¬ 
able place for holding the convention, and 
the name of Greene will bring up stirring 
recollections of struggles of liberty in by 
gone days. Perhaps the middle of the fourth 
week in August will be a convenient time 
for Lincoln, if they could make arrangements 
to attend the Court at Topsham and the 
Convention in the same journey.

Our Eighth Anniversary, 

Our eighth anniversary recently celebra- 
ted at Bloomingburgh, was, we think, the 
best we have ever held in the state. It was 
certainly the largest. The Committee 
Enrolment obtained the names of five hun¬ 
dred delegates, but this was much below 
the real number. Of many of the delegates 
located in the country, it was impossible 
to procure any report, and many had left 
before the Committee had finished their 
labors. 

The commodious church in Blooming- 
Iiurgh, was far too small for our purposes, 
in the day time, so that we had to hold our 
regular meetings iu a neighboring grove. 
Here every thing was pleasant. The shade 
fine, the air delightful, the assemblage 
, numbering at times not less than fif¬ 
teen hundred, the people were in charming 
spirits, and the speakers many, able and 
eloquent. Our President was Samuel Lew- 
is, and a better presiding officer can 
where be selected. 

A great many ministers were present, 
who took, deep interest in the proceed¬ 
ings. 

The Ohio American Society was lately 
tpresented, and riiembers of both organi¬ 
zations mingled and acted together with¬ 
out the slightest distinction, and with equal 
interest iu the doings of the meeting. 

What particularly pleased us, was, the 
great concourse of young people, varying 
■n age from eighteen to twenty five. It 
.vas a good sign. Let he young be enlis¬ 
ted on the side of human rights, and there 
is no hope for the oppressor. The mass 
of the present generation, we fear, will go 
down to the grave, with all its prejudice, 
selfishness and expediency about it. Our 
hope rests witli the young. 

In addition to other agreeable things,we 
had mu.sic efthe finest kind, in which the 
Bloomingburg (choir,) well skilled in 
Liberty songs, took the lead. 

Perhaps the greatest ■ enthusiasm was 
manifested where one might e.xpect the 
least—we mean, in the effort to raise inon- 
After the statement that si.xteen hun¬ 
dred dollats of the debt due the society had 
been paid during tho year, leaving a bal¬ 
ance of only $1200, a call was made for 
funds to lift this amount, and responded 
with energy, Cash was ^iven; women 
gave their breast pins and rings, young 
men pulled off their guard chains, .and far¬ 
mers, (if, like my friend Elliott of the 
Christian Advocate, I may descend to par¬ 
ticulars,) parted with their stock, of the 
real Durham Breed—all for the sake o( 
paying an old debt—of doing justice to 
the creditors of the Society. Allogethei 
the amount given, pedged and taken i 
kind, reached $1200.

possessions; fur, after the decision at Nassua, 
and in the Creole case, much anxiety was fell 
by the aholilionists in America. (Hear, iiear.) 
As regarded England, which had entirely abol¬ 
ished slavery, this matter might not excite so 

."h angiely ; but it had called forth the deep- 

tiixieiy in the United Stales, in some poi 
s of which me law still unhappily recogni 
zed slavery. Were such laws to be recognized 
by British authorities in our possessions—^wera 
the authorities there, should such slaves ap¬ 
pear wiiliiii their jurisdiction, so far lecogni- 
ziiig those laws as to decline to act in the case 
of such slaves, to refuse extending protection to 
such parties? (Hear, hear.)

Bri-rgs though, that those aged bps were 
nolfocked up in disgraced silence, while 

the minions of slavery wagged their heads
